Our Weeklv Sermon G. W. V. A. Notes 


U.F.A. address delivered at Prosper¬ 
ity Airlie and Killarney by Rev. Mil- 


Text II Thes. 3: 10. “If any would 
not work neither should he eat.” 

The motto of the U-F.A. Associa¬ 
tion is thd wory “Equity” which I 
find on the front page of the constitu¬ 
tion. This is a good word. It indicates 
justice between man and man. 

The method of work in the associa¬ 
tion is- by co-operation. It took a 
long time for the farmers to learn to 
work together but they learnt the les¬ 
son well. 

The objects of the association are: 

1. The moral improvement of the 
farmer. This is putting first things 
first- Moral improvement implies the 
use of the best means for attaining 
that end. This includes religious 
means. It is a well known fact that 
people cannot attain t high state of 
morality without the aid of religion. 
Christianity is the best religion to up¬ 
lift men- Therefore we might expect 
the U. F. A. leaders to be Christain 
men- Such we find them. We might 
expect the U.F.A. Association to take 
the proper stand on all moral ques¬ 
tions; and such we find it does 

2. The intellectual improvement of 
the farmer- No movement among the 
farmers has done more to stimulate 
and develop the mind than the pres¬ 
ent one-., The annual convention is 
a splendid Educational means. The 
local meetings develop local talent. 
They teach how to conduct business, 
ar.d cultivate speaking ability. They 
also give the opportunity to exchange 
Ideas about farming. 

The society has exerted a beneficial, 
though indirect influence upon the 
public and the high schools of the pro¬ 
vince. They have still more to do 
before the schools are what they 
should be in an -agricultural province. 

3. Another object is the financial 
improvement of the farmer- To at¬ 
tain this, organization was necessary;

Provost Road.—Counc Dumont re¬ 
ported that he had met Mr. Kirby, 
and the Province would de the filling 
grading, and diversions if this Council 
would pay for the grading.

Rate of Taxation—After consider¬ 
able discussion in the matter of the 
estimates and th e rate of taxation for 
the current year, the following reso¬ 
lution was moved by Counc Tunney; 
Whereas it is deemed expedient to 
raise by the way of taxatiin the sum of 
$17957 for th e pupose if carrying out 
the undertakings of the Municipal Dis¬

The equipment necesary for can¬ 
ning is as follows: Wash boiler, or 

large kettle, with an -air tight cover; 

fitted rack for bottom of boiler; good 
& 

jars and covers prperly sterilized ■ 
good rubbers; ■ long handled spoon or 
silver knife, strainer, or clean cheese¬ 
cloth for washing fruit, blanching and 
cold dipping, boiling water, and clean 
towels, all of which should be sterije- 
“To prepare the jars, test them first 
for leakage, by filling with water, fit¬ 
ting on the rubber, sealing tightly 
and inverting on a dry table. If no 
mositure is seen on the table the jar 
is safe. Sterilize the jars and covers 
by placing them on rack in boiler, 
cover with cold water, bring water 
to boiling point and boil for fifteen 
minutes.

Much of the Small Fruit Crop May 
be Conserved by this Method

Due to the scarcity and high price 
of sugat the possibility of much of 
the coming crop of small fruits going 
to waste is greatly increased- There 
is a method of canning without sugar, 
and, to secure the best information on 
the subject, the Commission of Con¬ 
servation invited Miss Jeanette Babb, 
of Household Science at 


Instructor 
Macdonald College, to prepare a short 
paper. Mis Babb especially emphas¬ 
izes the caution that in sugarless can¬ 
ning “the utmost care must be observ¬ 
ed, and every rule strictly followed” 
otherwise loss of fruit and wasted ef¬ 
fort may result. 

“Fermentation and decay are caus¬ 
ed by the bacteria, yeasts and moulds, 
which are ever present in the air, 
coming into contact with the fruit. 
We mus, therefore, destroy these 
firms of life present in the fruit and 
in the containers and prevent their 
further entrance into the containers, 
by sealing and sterilizing or boiling- 
This is what is termed canning. 

“There are many reasons why can¬ 
ned goods spoil. Some of these are: 
Because of imperfect jars, use of old 
or poor rubbers; use of stale products; 
being too slow; filling too many jars 
at nee; inaccuracy in time of boiling;

“In the cold pack method the im¬ 
portance of the two terms, blanching 
and cold dipping, should be emphasiz¬ 
ed. Blanching i s to dip in boiling 
water, and keep under the boiling wat¬ 
er for, from a few seconds to five 
minutes, according as to whether the 
fruit is of the soft or hard variety. 
Cold dipping means the immediate 
plunging into cold boiled water to set 
the coloring matter, to aid in keeping 
the fruit whole and <o make it easy 
to handle.

PREPARATION OF FRUIT 


1. Select when it is at its best— 
thoroughly sound, ripe but firm and 

' free from bruises. 

2. Grade as to size and quality for 
I sake of uniformity. 

3- Can the day it is picked, and as 
soon after picking as possible, espec¬ 
ially where no sugar is used. 

4. Clean frrnt and prepare as for 
table use 

5. ' Blanch in case of hard fruits- 

6. Cold dip. 

7- Pack products quickly into jars, 
which have just been removed one 
at a time from the boiler, using a 
sterile kife or spoon handle for pack¬ 
ing. 

S. Fill With boiling water, insert 
kinfe to let out air and fill again to 
top with water running over jar. 

9- Put on sterilized rubber, cover, 
and partially seal at once. 

10, When all jars are ready, place on 
rack in boiler and cover with water 
of the same temperature as jars, keep¬ 
ing the jars seperated- 

y. Cover boiler, bring to the boiling 
point, and boil until the fruit is cook¬ 
ed. 

(a) Soft fruits require from 10 to 
15 minutes where sugar is used. 
When no sugar is used we add 15 min¬ 
utes more to the required length of 
tome with sugar. 

(b) Hard fruits with sugar require 
from 30 minutes to one hour plus 
twenty minutes without sugar.
